Retreat In Disorder. 


HAVANA, Cuba, March 0 —Owing to 


further disturbances in Santa Clare the 
government 
dt dared the province 


under martial law. 
A party of 200 in- 


surgents appeared near the sugar plan- 
tation of San Liner Tuesday. 
They 


were under the leadership ol Malagas, 
who is characterized as a bandit, but 
sympathizers of the patriot cause Bay 
the accusation is unjust. 
The govern- 


ment received word of the presence of 
the party m Kodas over the telephone 
from a person who is loyal. 
A de- 


tatchment ot volunteers was sent there 
at once with three officers and five 
members of the civil guard. 
They 


arrived in two hours, and went in 
search of the Malagas party. 
They 


were found in Los Cumos, near the 
village of Santiago, where the insur- 
gents were ambushed in a fioe position, 
surrounded by low hills. A hot en- 
gagement followed, which lasted more 
than an hour, during which time the 
insurgents held their position. The 
volunteer forces fought bravely, how- 
ever, and finally dislodged them. Ac- 
cording to the government advices, the 
retreat of the insurgents became a rout. 
The insurgents ran in disorder, pur- 
sued by the loyal forces. In their 
flight the insurgents abandoned eleven 
horses, their provisions, hammocks and 
other effects, all of which were cap- 
tured by the loyal forces A hat which 
had been pierced by a bullet was also 
picked upon the field; in the hat was 
the name Araugo Rodriguez, one of the 
chiefs of Malagas. 
Another chief was 


recognized as El Tourto Matos. 


Information has been received that 


Malagas forced, under the threats of 
death, the country people to join his 
movement. 
This was noticably the 


case in Javacoa and Medidas. In the 
engagement one lieutenant and four of 
the loyal volunteers were wounded and 
taken to Bodas 
When last seen the 


insurgents were going toward LOB 
BurroB, It is known that the Malagas 
party is composed of men from Havana, 
who intended to join another troop in 
the forest pf Anton in Palmers. It is 
said the ultimate destination pf the in- 
surgents is1 Colon, In Colon the com- 
mandants of the loyal troops met 
a

the

raofas. The insurgents ran away, 
leaving two horses and their saddles. 
Captain Manzano met Ihe same party 
in Songo and gave them battle. Of 
the Spanish troops one 
man was 


wounded and one horse killed. Emilio 
Callaeja Y Isasa, captain general of 
Cuba, in an interview said: "By quick 
and strong measures we have stopped 
the uprising in Matanazas in six days, 
We are pleased with the result. The 
party ot the bandit Maragas, in Colon, 
J»gurey and Santa Clara, which was 
reported as 200 strong, was acquired by 
enforcing drafts from the villages.

The number of inmates enrolled Jan- 


uary 31 was 502 and the number of em 
ployes ninety-three. 
During the last 


biennial period the population of this 
institution has been largely increased 
through a readjustment of dormitories 
and by the colonization of a number of 
the larger and stronger boys upon the 
farm, which has been leased by the 
board of trustees. The leasing of the 
farm has proved a highly successful ex- 
periment 
The large boys are by this 


means given health lul outdoor employ- 
ment and at the same time the in- 
stitution is saved a lirge expendi- 
aiiro for vegetables, 
cereals, 
milk, 


etc 
The first year of operation of 


the farm has shown a large profit and 
succeeding years are expected to in- 
crease the value and importance of the 
farm is an adjunct to the institution 
work 
The institution has been twice 


visited by your committee during the 
present legislative session, and iu both 
instances has been found to be in an 
excellent state of cleanliness and order. 
The health of the inmates is as good as 
could be expected considering the fact 
that a large proportion of them are de- 
fective in body as well as in mind. The 
work of the school during the past 
biennial period has been in some de- 
gree hampered because of insufficient 
hospital facilities.

THE STRIKE SPREADS. 


All Former Negotiations De- 


clared Offbj the Men, 


Aud the €oal Miners' strike Assumes 


Appalling l*rOMOr(!oiis—Se\ ciiteeu 


Thousand Men In\oUed. 


FITTSBUBQ, Pa. March 6 —All negoti- 


ations betwen the miners and officers of 
the Pittsburg district have been de- 
clared off and a strike involving from 
12,000 to 17 000 men has been ordered. 
The conference committees of 
the 


miners and operators failing to agree on 
the 09-cent rate for mining demanded 
by the former, the operators proposed a 
joint convention of miners and opeia- 
tors to be held in this city on Saturday. 
This proposition was reported to the 
miners' convention when it reassembled 
this morning, and was promptly re- 
jected. A vote was then taken and the 
strike was ordernd to take effect imme- 
diately. The delegates will return to 
their homes this evening and meetings 
will be called at every pit, when the 
strike will be announced and plans for 
its prosecution will be formulated 


The miners are hopeful of winning 


the strike for two principal reasons. 
The first is that lake shipments of coal 
are about to begin and that the demand 
for fuel will force the operators to pay 
the sixty-nine cent rate 
The other 


reason is that never before have the 
miners 
of this district 
been 
so 


thoroughly organized as now, despite 
the hard wjnter of poverity and suffer- 
ing through which they have passed. 
The strike to insure a victory must 
necessarily be a short one as the 
treasury of the United Mine Workers 
is not iu a condition to fight a pro- 
longed battle.

Made by tne Senate committee on 


Senator Murphy, 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 6.—The re- 


port of the majority of the special sen- 
ate committee to investigate the Troy 
elections is a bitter attack upon United 
States Senator Murphy. Alter alleging 
that repeated riot, assault had long 
been common, it says: "It is the work 
of a desperate and hitherto resistless 
political machine, BO adjusted, organ- 
ized and run as to enable individuals 
in the name of the democratic party 
and in defiance of law, to overthrow 
the government and thwart the rights 
of suffrage. This machine is an organi- 
zation composed of professional poli- 
ticians, having a recognized, acklowl- 
edged and responsible head and oper- 
ates through democratic election of- 
ficers End other outlaws supported by a 
police department and a police force 
obedient to his dictation.

ization, known as the 'Murphy ma- 
chine,' approves, rewards and protects

benevolent institulions, having visited 
the school for leeble minded youth at 
Fort Wayne, submits the following re- 
port: 


The number of inmates enrolled Jan- 


uary 31 was 502 and Ihe number of em 
ployes ninety-three. 
During the last 


biennial period the population of Ibis 
institulion has been largely increased 
through a readjustment of dormitories 
aud by the colonization of a number of 
the larger and stronger boys upon the 
farm, which has been leased by the 
board of trustees. The leasing of the 
farm has proved a highly successful ex- 
periment 
The large boys are by this 


means given healthful outdoor employ- 
ment aud at the same time the in- 
stitution is saved a large expendi- 
sure for vegetables, 
cereals, 
milk, 


etc. 
The first year of operation of 


the farm has shown a large profit and 
succeeding years are expected to in- 
crease the value aud importance of the 
farm us an adjunct to the institulion 
work 
The institution has been twice 


visited by your commillee during Ihe 
present legislative session, and in both 
instances has been found to be in an 
excellent state of cleanliness and order. 
The health of the inmates is as good as 
could be expected considering the fact 
that a large proportion of them are de- 
fective in body as well as in mind. The 
work of the school during the past 
biennial period has been iu some de- 
gree hampered because of insufficient 
hospital facilities. It is important thai 
the capacily of Ihe hospital shall be 
increased and for the purpose of pur- 
chasing the farm, which is now held 
under lease, and for the necessary ex- 
tension of the hospital facilities, your 
committee recommend an appropriation 
ol $30,000.

superintendent, 
Mr. 


Alexander Johnson, a sub-committee 
went to Fort Wayne and made a 
thorough investigation at the institu- 
tion. Moat of the charges were not 
sustained. 
Your committee desires,

doubt thai justice might have been done 
and discipline maintained in a manner 
more in accord with Ihe dignity and 
reputation of both the superintendent 
and the institution. It waa also charged 
that on one occasion a casket contain- 
ing the body of a boy who had died in 
the school was buried in the institu- 
tion cemetery without the protection 
of a suitable box.

the 69-cent rate for mining demanded 
by the former, the operators proposed a 
joint convention of miners and opera- 
tors to be held in this city on Saturday. 
This proposition -was reported to the 
miners' convention when it reassembled 
this morning, and was promptly re- 
jected. 
A vote was then taken and the 


strike was ordernd to take efieot imme- 
diately. The delegates will return to 
their homes this evening and meetings 
will be called at every pit, when the 
strike will be announced aud plans for 
its prosecution will be formulated. 


The miners are hopeful of winning 


the strike for two principal reasons. 
The first is that lake shipments of coal 
are about to begin aud that the demand 
for fuel will force the operators to pay 
the sixty-nine cent rate 
The other 


reason is that never before have the

been

thoroughly organized as now, despite 
the hard winter of poverity and suffer- 
ing through which they have passed.
